Besides, he stated, 
the relatively large amount of fuel 
in the vacuum tank makes for evapo- 
ration and@ a certain fire hazard. 

Against these systems, he con- 
trasted the simplicity of the me- 
chanical fuel pump consisting of a 
tank, a pump,-a pipe connecting 
both, and one pipe leading from the 
pump to the carburetor. ee 
mechanically driven, fuel supply is 
positive and proportioned to en- 
gine speed.

We 
believe that the motorist’s hands and eyes and brain should be kept 
just as free as possible from unnecessary distractions, for his dif- 
ficult task of driving safely through a busy street or down a 
popular highway. We believe there must be a clear distinction 
between, on the one hand, uniformity in traffic control equipment 
and practices—the desirability of which need not. be argued here— 
and, on the other hand, the most careful engineering study in 
applying these standards to each particular situation. We believe 
that, considering the enormous volume of motor traffic today, and 
the great sums spent annually on motor transportation in even the 
smaller communities, the problem of handling this traffic safely 
and comfortably demands the very best engineering skill that can 
be brought to bear on it. This applies not only to every state and 
every city as a whole, but to each individual highway or street and 
each individual intersection. It applies not only to the design, 
construction and maintenance of the street and highway system, 
but to the equipment of it with the most modern devices for secur- 
ing the maximum use of each highway and street. 

“We must by all means remove unnecessary irritants to traffic 
—hboth the elemental irritants of mud and of darkness and the 
man-made irritants of unwise restriction.” 


Ford’s Output 


T THE GREAT Fordson plant in Detroit production of 

the new Model A has been stepped up to about 200 
vehicles per day. Assembly plants in other places are run- 
ning at about the same rate. Total production is now prob- 
ably about 400 cars per day. Officials of the company hope 
to speed up this rate to reach 1,000 units per day by the end 
of January. 

Not long ago it was announced that the Ford company 
had upward of 700,000 orders on its books. For the time 
being the goal is 1,000 cars a day. Hf this rate were main- 
tained it would take the organization nearly two years; in} 
fact, it would take more than two years of working days to 
fill the orders which it now has. Even if the output were 
doubled and the production chain were emitting 2,000 cars 
per-day it would still take a year to fill these orders. 

Ford’s problem is going to be to lift his produc- 
tion fast enough to its maximum figure to take care 
even of a reasonable proportion of the people who 
want his cars, before these intending buyers become 
weary and turn elsewhere for vehicles. With the 
opening of spring the urge to buy elsewhere is going 
to become very strong. It will take all the genius of 
Henry Ford to meet this situation.

The New England Transportation 
Company, with fifty lines last year, 
operated a total of 6,682,355 coach 
miles and carried 4,248,000 passen- 
gers. It thus operated an average 
of 128,500 coach miles a week and 
carried 83,620 passengers weekly. It 
operates on 1,345 miles of highway, 
and has over 400 employees. 


When it began operations, the 
company figured cost of operation 
in its preliminary studies at 40 
cents a bus mile, an admittedly 
high figure, but it was felt that 
cost of 20 to 30 cents a mile, fig- 
ured by some bus operators, was 
too low and did not include proper 
depreciation. Actual experience 
has demonstrated for this com- 
pany a cost of operation of 30 
cents or less a2 bus mile, and this 
after very liberal depreciation 
charges. Its practice is to figure 
the life of a motor coach at five 
years, and to depreciate it accord- 
ingly. The bus probably costs less 
than one-third as much te oper- 
ate as a steam train on a unit- 
mileage basis; i. ¢., measuring cost 
per bus mile against cost per pas- 
senger train mile.
